Uncanny Christmas 
Week Stalemate

The uncanny Christmas week stalemate on 
‘ the South-North Korean border continued tonight 
without any Chinese Communist forces being seen 


near the 38th Parallel. 


Tokyo GHQ intelligence officers, already puzzled by 
the Chinese failure to exploit the northern break-through, 
were further mystified in the past 24 hours.

ELEVISION _broadcast- 

ing in Britain is in its 
Zist year, although, after 
the first ten years of 
activity the war brought a 
closure at Alexandra Palace. 
What of the struggle of 
John Logie Baird, son of a 
Presbyterian parson, of 
Helensburgh in: Scotland, 
the inventor, whose final 
experiments in colour -and 
depth before he died two 
years later were halted so 
tragically when a_ flying 
bomb blasted his Sydenham 
laboratory ? 

From boyhood Baird had dis- 
played an inventive genius, The 
first telophone line he built con- 
nected his attle with four school- 
mates. One day a storm’ tore 
down the- wires, pulling a coach- 
man off his box. John experi- 
mented with selenium cells ‘in 
the kitchen, and built a small 
powcrhouse to supply the Bairds’ 
house with electric light. 

This tall, red-haired youth 
went on to launch a, successful 
£10 business for the manufac 
ture of paper socks (“cool in 
summer, warm in winter"), but 
illness obliged him to sell out 
and sojourn in Trinidad. In 1922 
he was home again with malaria, 

FLICKERING IMAGE 

During | convalesecnee at 
Hastings, Baird pondered over 
the latest technical craze of 
broadcasting. Why not, he 
mused, transmit pictures as well 
as sound? Despite’ ili-health 
and lack of capilal,.he set to 
work in an improvised labora- 
tory. In two years Baird had 
succeeded In transmitting the 
flickering image of a Maltese 
cross over a distance of threc 
yards ‘by wire. He was forced 
to sell half interest in his in- 
complete invention, and moved 
to Frith Street, in London's 
Soho, 

There he was really up against 
it, and he experienced his most 
dificult days, Creditors were 
somewhat pressing, and he had 
not yet succeeded in transmit- 
ting the features of a hyman 
being: just shadows and outlines. 
He advertised for moncy. A 
mere £50 in shares from 
obscure: country doctors with a 
faith in television was insum- 
ctent for his needs, and he was 
obliged to seck financial assis- 
tance from home. From Scotland 
came the precious £500 which 
saved a valuable sinking ship. 

WENT AHEAD. 

Baird went ahead. Tho next 
step ‘was to transmit the outline 
of the head of an old ventrilo- 
quist’s doll, and on October 2, 
1925, he saw the head forming 
in the receiver and a greyish 
shadow growing into a grotesque 
fnee, He was beside himself 
with excitement as he rushed 
into an adjoining office and 
pounced on the nearest human 
for-his live experjment—omce 
poy William Taynton. 

It was a trembling youth who 
took his place before a whirl of 
machinery under - strong are 
lights, Baird dashed into thd 
next room and switched on, but 
nothing showed up,. He. hurricd 
back to find that the scared lad 
had bent his head out of focus. 
A half-crown induced him once 
more to take up the right posi- 
tlon and keep it. Baird started 
up, and thera appeared on the 
magic mirror of . his recoiving 
set tho full ontling of the frst 


;Air - Commodore 


living human face to be tele- 
vised, When afew months later 
the Royal Institution was invited 
to view the latest wonder of the 
world, the ‘transmission and 
reception was acomplete success, 
Baird now’ appeared to have 
arrived, with fame and fortune 
descending in his path. Powerful 
and opportunistic business in- 
terests, however, clawed on. to 
his new proposition, and Baird 
reaped nothing like the reward 
that should have been his. It 
took much time and energy to 
persuade the public authorities 
to introduce television into Bri- 
tain, and it was not until Sep- 
tember 30, 1929 that television 
broadcasting began in Britain. 


COLOUR AND DEPTH 


By this time Baird had moved 
to Sydenham to grapple with the 
problem of giving television 
colour and depth, He worked on 
{t through the war, and in the 
summer of 1944 he successfully 
demonstrated to a group’ of 
astonighed pressmen his latest 
improvement -by televising the 
portrait of Mickey Mouse in 
glorious technicolour, A few 
days later enemy action dlasted 
his studio and endéd* Baird's 
experiments. 

Two years later, Baird lay il 
as the first postwar television 
programme from Alexandra 
Palace took place. It included 
the transmission of the Vigtory 
Parade on_one of Baird's latest 
big sets, In a few days, Baird 
was dead. :

STILL UNPLAYABLE 


Golfers, like history, tend 
to repeat themselves. Gen- 
eration by generation they 
pass the same caustic com- 
ments on the recurrent 
imperfections of their little 
world. At the moment the 
object of their wrath is the 
rule about the unplayable 
ball—to set which out in 
detail would only be rubbing 
salt in the wound. 


A week or two ago Lord 
Brabazon was sounding the 
trumpet of revolution by urg- 
ing the moderate golfers wha 
are. the backbone of the game 
to “throw the tule overboard.” 

That our present discontents 
are nothing now in golf I realis- 
ed when, within a few hours of 
listening to Lord Brabazon, I 
was idly turning the pound 
pages of the national humorous 
weekly for 1924. There it was 
again—“The Unplayable Ball," 
by Leonard Gullick, a scratch 
golfer of the day, who 19 years 
ago founded, and still runs, the 
Nineteenth Club in London. 

He has been playing with 
some mythical opponent in the 
fog. In a series of short 
rushes he Ja about to complete a 
short hole in five, His opponent's 
ball is lost and he goes back to 
play another. Out of the fog it 
plumps on the green and, much 
after the manner of Vicenzo's 
at Troon in the Open, rolls up

Forget About Bids 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


T least once a year I come 
out in print with the state~ 
ment that the average- player 
forgets oll nbout the bidding as 
soon ag the play begins. Just in 
case that average player thinks 
I'm picking on him, I’m happy 
to report that experts are some- 
times just as bad. For example, 
here's n hand in which two ex- 
perts forgot the bidding. 

East's bid of three no-trump 
was, of course, the old mullar- 
key. If spades were Iced, he could 
expect to tale a spade, six dia~ 
monds (unless he were very 
unlucky), and then maybe 
whatever happened to be lying 
around loose. 


if hearts were led, East might 
not do so well at three no- 
trump—particularly if North 
won and returned a club. (East 
couldn't tell that his partner 
had stoppers in hearts of clubs). 

In spite of the danger, East 
was willing to plny three no- 
trump, If he couldn’t make. it, 
the chances were that South 
had a game at spades, so there 
wouldn’t be a big Joss, He might 
even talic South out of bidding 
again. 

Now, there’ wasn’t’ anything 
sumusual about East's did of 
three no-trump.

times in his career. And It’s 
always based on a long, solid 
suit (usually a minor).

However, when this hand was 
played in a-national- tournna- 
ment in England recently, West 
forgot about what his partner’s

Prosecuting, Det~Sub-Inspec-

By the time police ar- 
rived, the defendant was the 
only one of the three persons 
left on board the vessel, 

It was disclosed in Court 
that the defendant had a 
previous conviction for posses- 
sion of military stores in 1946, 

In mitigation, Mr Chan said 
that the defendant's father was 
killed during an Allied bombing 
here and ho himself was injured 
in another raid while working 
at Kai Tak under the Japanese. 

Counsel stated further that 
the defendant had been asked 
by his friends to go to the 
shipyard to locate a fourth 
porson. He had no knowledge 
of the plot to demand moncy, 
otherwise he would not have 
been Icft behind on board the 
vessel when the police arrived. 

In imposing sentence, Mr 
Wicks indicated that he 
thought the defendant was riot 
in the confidence of the other 
two men. He said he was 
taking into consideration the 
defendant’s plea of mitigation, 
and ordered the sentence to 
fant from the day of his ar- 
rest.
